Amnesty 
program is 
underway

SAN DIEGO — A power failure did 
not stop more than 300 people from 
assembling in St. Jude parish hall last 

‘ Sunday to hear about the diocesan 
legalization program for undocumented 
persons. 

The Southeast San Diego church is 
among 20 local parishes participating in 
the program, which is being administered 
by Catholic Community Services. 

Church volunteers will help pre- 
register and counsel undocumented 
persons qualifying for amnesty under the 
Immigration Reform and Control Act of 
1986. 

Using this law, undocumented persons 
who have lived continuously in the 
United States since Jan. 1, 1982, may be 
eligible for temporary or permanent 
residency. 

Already, information about the plan is 
being presented at forums such as the one 
held at St. Jude’s last weekend. 

Roberto Lobato told the audience to be 
sincere when applying for amnesty 
because cheaters may be punished or 
deported. Lobato and Antonio 
Maldonado are coordinating St. Jude’s 
amnesty efforts. 

Other speakers suggested the audience 
begin collecting documents such as 
payroll stubs, tax and school records, and 
baptismal or marriage certificates to 
prove residency. 

Persons participating in the legalization 


| but cannot afford a lawyer. ‘‘They need 
| contact with someone who cares. The 
| Catholic presence gives them a chance 
/to reexamine themselves and turn back 
to God,”’ he said. 
Father LeBlanc, a full-time student in 

' social work, brings this presence to the 
jail 20 hours a week. His ministry in- 
cludes celebrating weekly Mass, hearing 
confessions, doing crisis counseling and 
making referrals to agencies where in- 


mates can seek food, housing and em- 
ployment after their release. 


However, he said the pastoral needs 
at the facility exceed the services he can 
provide. 

A full-time Catholic chaplain is need- 
ed for the 750 men in the jail sometimes 
jammed with 1,200, he said. The church 
should also offer ‘‘support to the families 
who feel victimized.’’

Church spurs a debate on medicine

ALCALA PARK — The Vatican’s recently released 
document on procreation has caused Catholics and non- 
Catholics alike to ponder the moral questions surrounding 
in vitro fertilization, artificial insemination and surrogate 
motherhood, a local church official said this week. 

Father Daniel Dillabough, judicial vicar of the diocesan 
tribunal, said the 40-page document offers society a 


foundation upon which to confront contemporary medical 
and moral issues. 

Father Dillabough said it will be especially useful to 
doctors, lawyers and legislators involved in the field of 
artificial fertilization. 


“‘Just because something can be done scientifically, 
does that mean we have the right to do it?’’ he asked. 
““We can also blow up the world. There are underlying 
moral criteria that have to be considered. Science is not 
morally neutral.”’ 

The Vatican document is entitled ‘‘Instruction on 
Respect for Human Life in Its Origin and on the Dignity 
of Procreation.”’ 

With it, the Catholic Church is trying to draw attention 
to the moral aspects of experimentation on human life, 
Father Dillabough said. 

The document is not intended to alienate sterile 
couples, he submitted. It does, however, ask them to 
remember the moral considerations involved in 
conception. It urges them not to separate the unity, and

the procreative aspects of marriage. 

““The paper states that a couple can’t own a child,”’ 
Father Dillabough said. ‘‘Children are a gift from God.”’ 

The article’s statements against homologous artificial 
fertilization, through which a married couple’s ova and 
sperm are brought together by means other than sexual 
intercourse, is the part of the document that has received 
the most attention from the media and upset the most 
people, Father Dillabough noted. 

Church teaching states that the conjugal act has two 
meanings, unitive and procreative, he said, quoting from 
the document. 

““The one conceived must be the fruit of his parents’ 
love. He cannot be desired or conceived as the product of

ESCONDIDO — Father Laurence 
Dolan’s faith journey has taken different 
directions, but always with the same 
destination — the Franciscan order. 

This goal has beckoned him since his 
teen-age years when he would pedal his 
bicycle to see the Franciscan priests who 
staffed Immaculate Conception Church 
at that time. The youth was a member of 
St. Charles Borromeo parish. 


In May, Father Dolan will take the 
first steps to becoming a Franciscan in 
the Santa Barbara Province. He will 
head for Guaymas, Mexico to study 
Spanish and work with the poor. 

The following year will find him in 
Portland, Ore., in the order’s pre- 
novitiate program. Then he will go to 
the Los Angeles novitiate house where 
he will don the hooded brown habit of a 
Franciscan Brother. His one-year 
novitiate will be devoted to the study 
and practice of Franciscan spirituality. 

This period of formation will 
culminate in professing temporary vows 

- of poverty, chastity and obediénce for 
three years, to be followed by a profes- 
sion of solemn vows for life. 

Father Dolan said he almost joined 
the Franciscan order in his youth, but 
instead entered St. Francis Seminary in 
1958 with four classmates from St. Au- 
gustine High School. 

He spent the next leg of his spiritual 
journey in Rome where he completed 
theological studies at the North Amer- 
ican College. 

During this-time he took several two- 
hour train trips to Assisi, Italy, birth- 
place of St. Francis who founded the 
mendicant order. Here he visited the 
caves where St. Francis prayed and the 
site of San Damiano, where, according 
to legend, Francis heard a voice from 
the cross telling him to “‘rebuild my 
church,’’ Father Dolan explained. 

“‘T really ought to stay here,’’ he 
thought then, struggling to decide which 
path to the priesthood he should follow. 

He followed the guidance of his spir- 
itual director who interpreted the semin-. 
arian’s assignment in Rome by Bishop 
Charles Francis Buddy as God’s will. 

He was ordained at St. Peter’s Basil- 
ica in Rome in 1965. 

Father Dolan first served a two-year 
assignment as associate pastor at. St. 
Charles Church, Imperial Beach. 

He then launched out on a 16-year 
teaching career in the University of San 
Diego’s religious studies department 
and at St. Francis Seminary. He has 
served as pastor of Resurrection Church 
since 1984. 

He describes his 22-year ministry in 
the diocesan priesthood not as a detour 


from his destination, but as a providen- 
tial plan for his life. 

His parents, who remained. at St. 
Charles Borromeo Church, needed his 
assistance during their last years. His 
mother suffered from Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease and his father from crippling arthri- 
tis, which prevented his driving. 

Father Dolan drove them on errands’

for nine years. He also provided finan- 
cial assistance during his mother’s two- 
year stay at Nazareth House. Her death 
in 1984 was followed by her husband’s 
two years later. 

Such support of his parents would 
have been impossible as a Franciscan, 
he said, adding that ‘‘God kept the seed 
alive during this time.” 


Several aspects of Franciscan life have 
urged the priest to follow in the steps of 
its founder. 

He is attracted to the communal life of 
poverty, which ‘‘calls its members to a 
different level of faith and trust. St. 
Francis embraced poverty freely chosen, 
but not imposed from the outside,’’ he 
said. 


The community’s fraternal spirit also 
appeals to him. This charism is embod- 
ied in its name, Order of Friars Minor 
(little Brothers). No distinction is made 
between Brothers and priests. Since the 
Second Vatican Council, elected super- 
iors have functioned as ministers and 
are also considered Brothers, he 
explained. 

Father Dolan speaks enthusiastically 
of Franciscan spirituality. 


Its Gospel-centered roots are found in 
several biblical texts, he said, including 
Jesus’ instructions to his apostles: 
‘“Take nothing for the journey, neither 
walking staff nor traveling bag; no 
bread, no money. No one is to have two 
coats’’ (Luke 9:3). 

Franciscans were founded in the early 
13th century, ‘‘not for any particular 
apostolate, but to discern their minis- 
tries as they live the Gospel in communi- 
ty,’’ Father Dolan explained. Their ac- 
tivities have changed throughout the 
centuries; in the Middle Ages they cared 
for victims of the plague. 

Today Franciscans minister to the 
poor in inner city parishes, in American 
Indian missions and in foreign coun- 
tries. They also conduct retreats and 
teach in high schools and colleges, Fath- 
er Dolan said. 

They perpetuate St. Francis’ peace- 
making mission. The Santa Barbara 
province sponsors peace vigils at the 
Nevada test site and networks with all 
peace movements, he said. 

The Franciscans’ assignments are ar- 
rived at through a process of mutual dis- 
cernment by the Brothers and the minis- 
ter provincial who heads the Santa 
Barbara province, Father Dolan said. 
He is open to working in any of the 
order’s ministries. 

Franciscans comprise the second 
largest order in the World, with over 
20,000 members, Father Dolan said. 
Although it lost mariy members after the 
Second Vatican Council, its numbers 
have stabilized and are increasing. 

He contemplates his departure from 
the diocese with mixed feelings — ‘‘a 
grieving process combined with joy in 
beginning a new adventure.”’ 

As Father Dolan prepares to embark 
on the next lap of his faith journey, Bish- 
op Leo T. Maher extends his blessing. 
‘*A priest should be free to pursue a 
higher spiritual life, wherever that might 
take him,”’’ he said.

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St. Joseph is alive and well 


March, in traditional and popular devotion, is the 
month of St. Joseph. In more correct liturgical piety, the 
Feast of St. Joseph, celebrated on March 19, is one of 
only three feast days that take precedence over the Lenten 
weekday Masses and Offices. 

St. Joseph has some prominence in the Advent and 
Christmas cycles, but even there he is overshadowed hy 
the Blessed Mother, St. John the Baptizer and Isaiah the 
prophet. Yet, however unobtrusively, Joseph is there. 

In the Old Testament, Joseph the patriarch, the 
beloved son of Jacob, is the one who saved that growing 
clan by providing the food and protection they needed to 
survive. When all the food was in the Pharoah’s 
storehouses, and the Egyptians begged for food, they were 
told that, when in need, they should ‘‘Go to Joseph.’’ 


Popular piety among Catholics has transferred that 
command to St. Joseph, and many a novena includes that 
as a theme. It would be impossible ever to find out how 
many Catholic babies are baptized with Joseph as their 
middle name. And equally impossible to discover how 
many Sisters through the ages have had Joseph in their 
religious names. 


Charles Francis Buddy was the rector of St. Joseph 
Cathedral in St. Joseph, Mo., when he was named the 
first bishop of San Diego. His new cathedral was our St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral. : 

In his book, ‘‘Going, Therefore, Teach,’’ he includes 
an Advent sermon he preached in 1963 in which he pays 
glowing tribute to St. Joseph. Excerpts from that talk are 
very appropriate as we celebrate the month of St. Joseph 
this year. 

e ‘“‘The people failed to welcome St. Joseph and the 
Blessed Virgin because they were not ready to give up 
habitual mortal sin. They had little faith; not enough to 


grasp that God did not expect them to rise by themselves.

God bestows his gifts upon all who will receive him. . . 

e ‘‘As a preparation for (spiritual growth) reflect even 
briefly on St. Joseph, the foster-father of Jesus. He had 
many trials. All fathers, struggling to provide for their 


- families, can understand and appreciate St. Joseph.”’ 


e ‘‘He had two precious assignments: to head the Holy 
Family and to serve faithfully as the chaste guardian of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary.”’ 

© ‘‘God chose a strong, good man to be entrusted with 
the Virgin Mother of His Son. St. Joseph’s strength was 
as the strength of ten because his heart was pure. Think of 
his significant titles: ‘The Just Man’ and ‘The Silent 
Man.’ ”’ 

e ‘“‘The more we penetrate his obscurity and lowly 
state, the more clearly we see his self-effacing, humble 
character emerge in all its splendor. He worked hard in 
his carpentry shop. Poverty cannot dim real nobility; it 
only adds to its luster.’’ 


This tribute to St. Joseph, preached almost twenty-five 
years ago, is just as appropriate for us today. It does not 
exhaust the subject, of course, but it does help us to 
celebrate the month of St. Joseph. 

The litany of St. Joseph has many more titles that 
devotion applies to St. Joseph. One of my favorites makes 
St. Joseph the special patron to those approaching death. 
His death in the arms of Jesus and Mary has to be the 
perfect example of a happy death. 

For all these reasons, I’m very happy that my middle 
name is Joseph. 


An Irishman prays for peace 


I grew up in Belfast, Northern Ireland as a member of a 
strongly Protestant and Unionist family. 

I did not know a single Catholic when I was a child. I 
was told (I can’t remember by whom) that Catholics were 
not Christians because they didn’t read the Bible, they 
prayed to Mary rather than to Christ and they gave God 
only half a day on Sunday. Catholics indulged in games 
and social activities the latter part of Sunday, whereas 
Protestants were expected to attend church a second time. 

Besides all this, they were loyal not to the British king, 
but to the wicked Free State to the south, which wished to 
gobble us up. When I went south to Trinity College in 
Dublin, to study for the Anglican priesthood, I did not 
find the south the wicked place I had been led to expect. I 
could not help but be impressed by the devotion of many 
Catholics. By this time I was thoroughly sick of the 
bigotry and the tensions in Northern Ireland, and was 
determined to leave Ireland as soon as possible. | 

I came to the United States at the end of 1954 and have 
been here ever since. I tried to put Ireland completely 
from my mind, and tried to live as though I had been 
born in the United States at the age of 25. I married a 
native Californian girl, and my children were born here. 

When the present troubles flared up in Northern 
Ireland, I tried to stay objective and aloof. A Navy family 
in my parish was assigned for two years to Derry. I was 
willing enough to talk about the geography of the country 
with them. However, when they returned, they were most 
concerned about the political situation, and they had 
brought back tapes and records of Irish music of a type 
quite unfamiliar to me. 

When I listened to the music, I found emotions stirring 


‘ up within me which I did not want to face. My avoidance 


of becoming involved in Irish matters was brought to an 
end in 1978. I had gone back to Northern Ireland for my 
father’s funeral, and before returning I attended a prayer 
meeting at the Christian Renewal Centre in Rostrevor, 
on the border between the two parts of Ireland. 

The attendance at the meeting was about 50 percent 
Protestant, 50 percent Gatholic. What impressed me most 


was the point when all joined hands to sing, ‘‘We are 
heirs of the Father; We are joint-heirs with the Son; We 
are children of the Kingdom; We are family, we are 
one.’’ I could hardly believe what I was seeing and 
hearing, and I knew that I could no longer stand aloof. 
But where was I to begin? : 

I knew that to find the answer, I would have to begin 
reading Irish history. I knew none. I had learned only 
English history at school. As I read, I began to see that the 
original issue was the desire of Ireland to be politically 
independent of England. But because of the turn of events 
in the 16th century, it became a fact of history that the 
minority in Ireland who wished to remain united: to 
England were Protestant, now divided not only by politics 
but also by religion from the Catholic majority who 
wished independence from England. 

And I saw how the religious intensity of both sets of 
people led them to believe that God was on their side, and 
the other side was God’s enemy. 


There are many schemes to bring the two communities 
in Northern Ireland together. In theory, many of them 
are excellent. They fail because they ignore the barriers of 
suspicion, fear, and anger built up over the centuries. 
While the Irish problem is outwardly a political one, a 
solution which ignores the spiritual dynamics cannot 
succeed. 

Christians who are concerned for Ireland need to be as 
informed as possible so that we may become agents of 
healing and reconciliation. We should seek to understand 
the pain and enter into it. Our experience of ecumenism 
here, where it is relatively easy, needs to bear fruit in 
places where it is far from easy.

Now that Charles Curran has sued The 
Catholic University of America to 
preserve his professorship at least 
partially, perhaps one more comment 
may be permitted on this apparently 
endless melodrama. 

Many reports and comments have duly - 
noted that The Catholic University grants 
two kinds of degrees. One is a civil degree 
and the other is a pontifical or church 
degree. 

In the current affair at The Catholic 
University, it is Curran’s participation in 
the pontifical degree program that is 
directly under attack. But the matter is 
not that simple. 

First of all, the same students take the 
same courses from the same professors in 
the same classrooms, whether they are 
pursuing a pontifical or a civil degree. So, 
one cannot so easily distinguish, much 
less separate, one kind of course from the 
other. There is some slight variation, but 
not that much. However, it is on this 
basis that Curran has instituted his law- 
sult against the university. 

On the basis of his civil contract with 
the university and his status as a tenured 
professor, according to the statutes of the 
university, he claims the right to continue 
teaching courses that lead to the civil 
degree, conceding that courses taught by 
him could not count toward fulfillment of 
the requirements for the pontifical or 
church degrees. 

In itself, this distinction could prove 
feasible. But there is a very, very large fly 
in the ointment. The Roman action 
against Curran does not restrict itself to 
his status as a professor in a pontifical 
degree-granting program, but to his 
fitness to be a professor in an explicitly 
Catholic institution, teaching Catholic 
theology. 

Once before, Curran’s fitness to be a 
professor at The Catholic University was 
challenged. This was in connection with 
the encyclical Humanae Vitae’s teaching 
on the morality of artificial birth control. 
In what turned into an ecclesiastical 
power struggle, Curran won. 


Theologian, bishops’ dispute 

Only against this background can one 
understand the current action against 
Curran. For some, the original dispute 
was a battle between a theologian and the 
bishops. For them, a theologian may not 
win such a victory; for this is an affront 
and a threat to proper church authority 
and hence to the very nature» and 
existence of the church itself. 

All this is enormously complicated by 
the fact Curran is in the Department of 
Theology, a subdivision of the School of 
Religious Studies, at The Catholic 
University. This department has been 
traditionally and still is predominantly the 
seminary theology program. There are 
more and more non-seminarians among 
the department’s student body, but by 
and large it is still the seminary program 
preparing candidates for ordination to the 
priesthood. 
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To have someone like Curran teaching 
in precisely this program is, of course, 
even more reprehensible to those who find 
his presence at a Catholic university 
problematic and unacceptable. No one 
expects the same latitude of opinion and 
dispute and dissent to exist in seminary 
programs that is allowed to exist in 
university programs as such, even if the 
seminary theology program is associated 
with a university. 


The Department of Theology does not 
especially like to think of itself-as a 
seminary program, but in reality that is 
what it is. The Department of Theology is 
unique at The Catholic University of 
America, and different than other 
programs there which also offer pontifical 
degrees. 

There is still another element of 
considerable importance here. Many 
have attributed the Curran action to 
Cardinal Ratzinger. He has played a role 
in it, and his theology in the latter part of 
his life is certainly changed from the 
former part. But he is not the chief agent. 
That is clearly Pope John Paul II, as is 
evident from his role in similar actions 
taken against other theologians, especially 
in Europe. 


The pope’s involvement 


The well known American theologian, 
George Huntson Williams, has written a 
detailed theological biography of Pope 
John Paul II. Williams points out what he 
thinks to be a ‘‘Free Church’’ dimension 
in Pope John Paul’s theology and 
spirituality. It emphasizes voluntary 
participation and support of the church 
by the church members. This is in 
contrast to the established or state church 
which received support from the civil

government of the state. 

It is this Free Church attitude, 
mentality, theology, and approach to 
church order and discipline that Williams 
claims to find in Pope John Paul, long 
before the Curran case. I do not think 
that Williams is entirely wrong, but I do 
think that there is a better explanation of 
John Paul’s conduct of the papacy and his 
attempt to secure orderliness in the 
church. 

I think that the key to understanding 
Pope John Paul’s conduct of the papacy is 
not in the Free Church concept, but in the 
tendency for him to project his own 


spirituality on the whole church. He is 


not, of course, the first pope to have done 
this, or the first bishop, theologian, priest, 
etc. 

This is a constant temptation of all 
people in positions of authority, however 
grandiose or simple. It is this tendency 
that makes John Paul less and_ less 
tolerant of diversity and dispute and 
dissent in the church. When I say this, I 
do not say that he is right or wrong, in 
general or in a specific case like the best 
known theologians of Hans Kung and 
Curran. I only mean to emphasize that 
one cannot understand what is going on, 
whether one agrees with it or not. 

To understand the Curran-Catholic 
University affair there is one more 
decisive element which must be 
mentioned. 

The private university system that the 
Catholic Church has established is unique 
in the whole world. Nothing like this has 
ever existed in Rome or Europe in the 
past, and does not now. 


Uniquely American problem 
Consequently, the methods devised for 
dealing with problems in Europe are not 
necessarily the most apt for dealing with 
problems in the American Catholic 
Church. We have our own customs and 
patterns. If Curran was judged 
unacceptable as a professor at The 
Catholic University of America, then an 
American solution should have been 
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found — after all, it is a precisely 
American problem. And American 
universities have always been able to find 
ways of dealing with tenured professors 
they later deemed unacceptable. This 
should have been done in regard to 


Curran. In this sense the American 
bishops did not protect their own 
university. 


The above points are important in 
understanding this whole affair, especially 
because the teachings which have 
occasioned the process against Curran are 
very old. He has not even taught those 
subjects for years. Hence, he cannot 
readily be perceived as an immediate 
threat to the orthodoxy expected of ‘The 
Catholic University. 

My final point is prompted by the 
comments of James Hickey, who, as 
archbishop of Washington, is chancellor 
of The Catholic University of America. 
Archbishop Hickey has emphasized that 
dissent may be tolerable among 
academics, presumably secluded in their 
academic conventicles, far from the 
maddening crows and the real world. But, 
when this dissent migrates from the 
groves of academe to the world of the 
“common man’’ and the ordinary 
citizen/church member, it cannot be 
tolerated, for it could and would lead 
them, theologically unsophisticated as 
they are, astray. 


A ‘private. dissent’ 

Now, this is a puzzling statement. In a 
free society, with a messianic and profit- 
motivated press, how does one keep such 
dissent and discussion private and 
restricted to academic circles. Hickey’s 
statement can only mean that there can be 
no dissent and discussion at all. And that 
is certainly not in keeping with the 
Catholic tradition. That sounds much 
more like the Free Church attitude and 
mentality. 

In any case, last semester, by chance, 
the name of Hans Kung came up in one 
of my classes. The faces of the students 
did not register universal recognition. 
The result intrigued me, so I asked how 
many recognized the name of Charles 
Curran. Again, the result intrigued me, 
so I repeated it in my other classes. Now, 
this was last semester, after Curran had 
been featured in both the secular and 
religious press as well as on television 
news and interview shows. Less than 10 
percent of the students, over half of whom 
were upper-class men and women, 
recognized the name — in a Catholic 
university, yet. 

If Bishop Hickey is worried about the 
orthodoxy of the Catholic faithful, the 
simple faithful, as. they are often 
patronizingly called, he had better look 
for a cause other than dissenting 
theologians, as severe a blow as this might 
be to the self-esteem of the theologians 
themselves.

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Doctor devotes life to Catholic

- CLAIREMONT — As a teen-ager, 
Dr. Herb Sorensen often thought about 
becoming a doctor and serving as a 
medical missionary. 

While he was a medical student in-New 
York, Sorensen was spellbound as a priest 
described the church’s missions around 
the world and challenged the 
congregation to make some sort of 
commitment to them. 

By this time Herb was married and his 
wife Doris, a nurse, shared his zeal for 
" wanting to serve the poor. ‘“‘When we left 
Mass, we decided to make a personal 
commitment of our time and talent,’’ he 
said. 

After completing medical school and a 
stint in the army, Herb, Doris and their 
young family moved to Malawai, East 
“Africa, where they lived from 1962-66. 
Two shorter sojourns to Africa followed 
in 1974 and 1985. 

Some 20 years after his first trip, 
Sorensen — now a widower and father of 
five adult children — has decided to 
devote what may well be the rest of his life 
to the missions. 

In September the obstetrician and 
gynecologist at Kaiser Permanente will 
return to the church’s Likuni Mission in 
Malawai to serve as a staff physician at 
the village hospital. It will be a 
homecoming of sorts for Sorensen, who 
has kept close contact with many people at 
the mission. 

Initially, his return will be nostalgic 
and painful. His daughter Theresa, 23, 
was the first Caucasian baby born in 
Malawai. ‘‘The hardest part about the 
assignment is that I’ve always had my 
wife and kids with me,’’ he concedes. 
“‘This time I will be alone.”’ 

Doris died the day after Thanksgiving 
in 1986, said Sorensen. She suffered from 
cancer most of her life and died from an 
infection complicated by two malignant 
tumors. 

“We married knowing she had 
problems (with cancer) and _ that 
something might happen,”’ he said. ‘“She 
had flare-ups occasionally, but in the 
interim she was very active.’’ 

When he and Doris decided to serve as 
missioners in the late 1950s, they 
contacted Msgr. Anthony Brouers, 
director of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith and founder of the Lay 
Mission Helpers and the Mission Doctors 
Association in Los Angeles. 

The two programs provide lay 
Catholics an opportunity to serve in its 
missions throughout the world. They 
offer one-year training in Scripture, 
theology, anthropology, language and 
cultural adaptation.’ 

During. this time notices are sent to 
bishops in .underprivileged countries 
informing them of prospective volunteers.

Those who meet the need of a particular 
diocese are contacted, he explained. 

About 300 bishops responded to the 
Sorensens” 1962 profiles. ‘‘We elected to 
go to Malawai for three reasons,’’ Herb 
said. There‘were schools for his children, 
a school for him to train’midwives, and 
Malawai then was the third poorest 
country in the world, Sorensen added. 

They returned to the United States in 
1966 so the children could continue their 
education. He joined Kaiser Permanente 
as a physician and has worked there ever 
since. 

In 1974 Sorensen was contacted by the 
mission program. The doctor and his wife 
at the Malawai mission hospital were 
suffering from hepatitis and Herb was 
asked to return. 

The Sorensens and their four youngest 
children returned to Malawai for three 
months while a new doctor completed 
missionary training. 
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In 1985 Sorensen and his youngest 
daughter Michelle spent two months in 
Cameroon, West Africa, where he again 
filled in at a hospital while the new doctor 
completed mission training. 

Serving as a medical, missionary has 
been an important part of Sorensen’s life: 
He sees it as a vocation, a calling from 
God. ‘‘It’s like your faith,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
just there.”’ 


And like one’s vocation, the calling can 
be persistent. 

The family’s first trip overseas was 
nearly canceled. when Doris became ill. 
Instead of a three-day layover in New 
Jersey, they were delayed three months 
while Doris underwent two operations. 


Still hoping to make the trip, the 
Sorensens feared their plans would be 
tabled. Msgr. Brouers, however, 
telegramed Herb: ‘‘You have been 
destined to go to the missions. Go.”’ 
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While he was in Cameroon in, 1985, 
Sorensen met a doctor at the mission who 
had served there 12 years. ‘‘I saw that he 
was able to provide continuity at the 
hospital when missionaries came and 
went. He was a single man and I saw his 
value to the hospital.”’ 

Before returning home, Sorensen 
visited the mission in Malawai. He 
learned that its medical center was 
looking for someone on a long-term scale 
that could provide continuity. ‘‘What the 
people were telling me was what I saw in 
West Africa,’ he said. 

After Doris’ death last year, Herb 
knew exactly what his future held. ‘‘At 
that time I realized my calling-was to 
leave here and return to Africa for a 
longer commitment,’ he said. 

His agreement is to serve as an 
unsalaried physician ‘‘for as long as they 
need and want me.”’ 

‘“The way FE look at it, as long as I have 
the physical, emotional, .intellectual and 
spiritual capacity to serve, I will continue 
to do that work,’’ said Sorensen. 

As a physician with Kaiser, Sorensen 
gained administrative skills which will 
benefit his new assignment. He hopes to 
accomplish three goals: 

© Set up a system to train village health 
care workers. 

® Develop a system for 
importation of medication. 

© Develop a scheme for the financing of 
health care in a poor country. 

The 1-to-51,000 ratio of physicians to 
patients in Africa is dramatically higher 
than the 1-to-400 found in the United 
States, according to Sorensen. Therefore 
it is important to have medical 
missionaries available- to train local 
residents in health care. 

Sorensen said his decision to return to 
Africa came as no surprise to his children. 
“‘T think they all expected it,’’ he said. 
‘My friends have been very supportive.”’ 
His colleagues at Kaiser have collected 
supplies for him to take back. 

Sorensen said there: are sacrifices to 
make as a missionary, but the rewards far 
exceed these. ‘‘It’s like the Lord says, ‘If 
you leave your home and follow me, you 
are going to be rewarded.’ 

“‘None of us go in looking for a reward, 
but there’s no question that you are richly 
rewarded,’’ he continued. 

Physicians are not the only 
missionaries needed, said Sorensen. 
People from all professions have served in 
missions, and the only common thread is 
their desire to help others. 

“Unless ~you go for supernatural 
motives, you just won’t hold up,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘If you’ve got an inkling of a 
vocation, the time may come. It may be a 
short assignment or it may be long.”’

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican’s 
new document on procreation is not just a 
compilation of mostly negative 
evaluations of medical achievements. It 
strongly asserts the need to view scientific 
developments in the light of overriding 
ethical values, such as the dignity of the 
human person. 

‘‘Science without conscience can only 
lead to man’s ruin,’’ says the document, 
entitled ‘‘Instruction on Respect for Hu- 
man Life in Its Origin and on the Dignity 
of Procreation. 4 

Underpinning the document’s 
commentary on contemporary science 
and procreation is traditional church 
teaching on the sanctity of marriage, the 
conjugal act and the primacy of 
individuals. It repeatedly cites Popes Pius 
XII, Paul VI and John Paul I. 

‘“‘What is technically possible is not for 
that very reason morally admissible,”’ 
says the document. 

The point was pressed again in a 
March 10 press conference, when 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, said: ‘‘Science is not an absolute to 
which all must be subordinated and 
eventually sacrificed, including the 
dignity of man.”’ 

At the same time, the Vatican shows 
itself ready to accept using medical 
techniques to help sterile couples 
conceive, as long as those techniques do 
not usurp the conjugal act. 

But it sees some prominent 
developments in artificial conception as 
threatening to turn humans into objects 
for scientific manipulation. 

Of particular concern is in vitro

are morally illicit. The document, issued by the

system of radical eugenics.”’ 

Eugenics is the attempt to improve the 
human race through the preselection or 
cultivation of specific genetic traits. 

The document’s assertion that the 
special character of the conjugal act rules 
out in vitro fertilization, which places 
conception outside the body, is rooted in 
Pope Paul VI’s encyclical Humanae Vitae 
(Of Human Life) which says the ‘act is 
inseparably unitive and procreative. 

With regard to the sanctity of 
marriage, all techniques which violate the 
‘‘unity’’ of marriage, such as surrogate 


mothers or reproductive cell donation are 
judged illicit. 


The. statement’s defense of the 
individual person means the human 
embryo, even at its simplest form, may 
never be treated as an object to be frozen, 
cloned, manipulated genetically, 
experimented on or disposed of., 


Because it sees a threat to the 
individual, the family and the institution 
of marriage, the document urged 
governments to actively restrict such 
biomedical developments.

Bishops praise procreation document

WASHINGTON — Two key officials of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops praised the new Vatican 
document on procreation March 10. - 

Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, NCCB 
president, called it a ‘‘compelling exposition of Catholic 
teaching’ regarding ‘‘concerns of life and death 
significance.”’ 

Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, chairman of 
the NCCB’s Committee for Pro-Life Activities, said it 
confronts ‘‘important contemporary medical and moral 
issues.”’ 

In dealing with those issues it ‘‘reaffirms principles. of 
the nature of the human person and the relationship of 
human procreative and natural love,’’ he said. 

Cardinal Bernardin said the church is concerned about 
““those who suffer the pain of infertility in marriage.’’ In 
that regard, he said, the document’s ‘approval of certain 
artificial means of assisting the natural act of marital 
intercourse to be fertile is welcomed.”’ 

The document, titled ‘‘Instruction on Respect for 
Human Life in Its Origin and on the Dignity of 
Procreation,’’ was issued March 10 by the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith. 

Reaffirming Catholic teaching that responsible 
procreation can occur only within marriage, it rejects all 
technological assistance that falls outside marriage, such 
as surrogate motherhood, artificial wombs, embryo 
transfer, or use of egg or sperm from a third party for

procreation. 

Reaffirming church teaching that procreation cannot 
be separated from the conjugal act, it rejects such things 
as in vitro (‘‘test tube’’) fertilization or use of 
masturbation to obtain semen for artificial insemination. 

It also rejects freezing of human embryos, use of 
embryos for experimentation or commercial purposes, 
efforts to pre-select for sex or other characteristics, and 
prenatal diagnosis when discovery of a defect may lead to 
abortion. It approves prenatal diagnosis when used solely 
as a tool in positive medical care of mother and child. 

The instruction approves the idea of technology to help 
procreation, but only if it is within the context of marriage 
and actually assists rather than replaces or substitutes for 


the conjugal act. 

Cardinal Bernardin, who as pro-life activities head is 
chief spokesman for the U.S. bishops on bioethical and 
reproductive issues, noted the instruction’s call for 
legislation to protect embryonic, fetal and parental rights 
in the growing field of reproductive technology. 

‘‘T look forward to joining with others in our society to 
work for legislation that will protect the rights of which the 
instruction speaks,’’ he said. 

Archbishop May said the document shows ‘‘that the, 
church’s moral teaching has much to contribute” on 
bioethical issues. 

He said he hoped ‘‘scientists, researchers, ethicists and 
all concerned’’ would give ‘‘appropriate attention’’ to the 
instruction. 

Bishop Francis J. Mugavero of Brooklyn, N.Y., said 
that the document had helped clarify a number of 
medical-moral issues of concern to Catholic health care 
institutions. 

Catholic hospitals and clinics will study the instruction 
carefully for guidance on those issues, the Brooklyn 
bishop said. ; 

Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington called the 
instruction ‘‘a remarkable expression of the church’s 
teaching on the dignity of the human person.”’ 

The document emphasizes ‘‘that life is a wondrous gift 
from God the creator’’ and that science and technology 
must serve human beings, ‘‘not vice versa,” he said. 

Archbishop Hickey called the instruction “‘a much 
needed statement’? and ‘‘a sure guide’’ for moral 
decisions about procreation. ;

an intervention of medical or biological 
techniques,’’ the document states. 

The human embryo must be respected 
because it is a human person, according 
to church doctrine. During in vitro 
fertilization, Father Dillabough - said, 
‘‘doctors are becoming God by deciding 
which fertilized ova will become a 
person.”’ 


Zygotes not implanted in the womb are 
frozen, subjected to experimentation or 
disposed of, he said. 


The Vatican paper gives a green light 


to prenatal diagnoses and therapeutic 


procedures on the fetus, provided they do 
not expose the mother or the embryo to 
disproportionate risk. 

Negative news reports and public 
comments about the document do not 
affect its worth, Father Dillabough said. 


‘‘Society’s affirmation of artificial 
procreation doesn’t make it right;’’ he 
said. ‘‘The church is called to speak the 
truth ... and protect the values the Gospel 
gives us. The unitive and the procreative 
must go together to form a child.”’ 


The document encourages scientists to 
search for ways to help infertile couples 
conceive in vivo, in the body, he noted. 


Father Dillabough hopes the Vatican 
paper will provide researchers with the 
ethical guidelines they need for their 
work. 

Many people have 
science because science has done 
tremendous things in recent years, Father 
Dillabough ‘said. Still, he disputed the 
thesis that human beings are just 
biological machines. 


‘‘Although life can be conceived in a 


test tube, the whole person — biological, 
spiritual and psychological — must be 
considered when bringing human life 
forward,’’ Father Dillabough said.

Msgr. Thomas Byrne, pastor of St. 
Francis Church, Vista, sees the ministry 
of Vista priests making a positive impact 
at the county jail there. 

But he believes the 400 inmates need 
more exposure to Catholic chaplains, who 
“*should make rounds of the cells to reach 
those in private detention.”’ 

The pastor also said the inmates need 
more instruction in their faith than can be 
provided during the homily. 

He rotates his weekly visits to the facil- 
ity with Father Anthony Stanonik and 

_ Father John Graven, associate pastors. 

“Three priests also minister at the El 

Cajon County Jail on a rotating basis: 
Father Brian Corcoran and Father Peter 
Navarra, associate pastors of Holy Trin- 
ity Church, and Father Richard Landry, 
_MS, of the Barona Indian Mission. 
Father Corcoran said he ‘‘sees growth 
_in the inmates’ understanding of God and 
_ the Eucharist,’’ evidenced in their sponta- 
neous prayers during the Offertory of the 
Mass. 
He believes some of those detained are 
candidates for conversion, but sees a 
“‘tremendous need for counseling’’ that 
would require priests to minister at the fa- 
cility at least one-half day each week. 


Team approach 

Both clergy and laity bring the church 
to the El Gajon jail. Each week three or 
four lay volunteers do the.readings and 

‘the responsorial psalm during liturgies. 
They also make the readings and hom- 
ily more meaningful to the inmates by fa- 
-cilitating small-group discussions on 
questions posed by the homilist after his 
talk. 

Ann Labriola, parishioner at Holy 
Trinity Church, believes this dialogue 
‘enables the inmates to minister to one 

another’’ during the Mass and through- 
out the week. 

The program has changed her attitude 
toward prisoners. ‘‘They’re no different 
from others; they’ve just fallen into the 
wrong crowd. Many are very knowledge- 
able about the Bible,’’ she said. 

Al Mozingo, also of Holy Trinity par- 
ish, schedules volunteers for this program 
from his roster of 35 East County 
| participants. 

He sees the jail as a fertile field for 
evangelization. ‘‘Some inmates reach out 

| to God’’ as they search out the circum- 
| stances that put them behind bars.

‘‘Sometimes people come to God through 
a disaster in their lives,’’ he said. 

The Vista jail ministry is also a clergy- 
laity effort. Choir members of St. Francis 
Church lead the inmates in congregation- 
al singing during the Masses.

St. Anthony Church supports the pris- 
on ministry of Father James Caldwell, 
who is assigned to the South Bay correc- 
tional facility.

The deacon aims ‘‘to establish the pres- 
ence of the church’’ at the minimum se- 
curity facilities by conducting eucharistic 
services, sacramental preparation, pastor- 
al counseling and Scripture study. 

Chaplaincy services in San Diego 
County detention facilities have been ad- 
ministered the past two years by Christian 
Jail Workers (CJW), a nondenomination- 
al Los Angeles corporation. Before then, 
it was directed by the San Diego County 
Jail Ministries (SDCJM), an ecumenical 
group with representation from the San 
Diego diocese. 

Following this administrative change 
made by the sheriff’s department, the two 


groups met and ‘‘agreed to collaborate in . 


serving the spiritual needs’’ of the in- 
mates, said Father Mark Campbell, 
SDCJM president. 

‘Committees of this group schedule reli- 
gious services at the penal institutions, 
provide training for worship teams and 
obtain Bibles for the inmates. David 
DeHaas of CJW ‘“‘implements guidelines 
established by the sheriff’s department’’ 
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in coordinating the activities of all jail 
chaplains, Father Campbell explained. 


Imperial Valley ministry 

The church directs much of its prison 
ministry in the Imperial Valley to Central 
American refugees. 

They comprise most of the population 
at the alien detention center in E] Centro. 
Here Father Jose Preciado, associate pas- 
tor of Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, 
Calexico, celebrates weekly Mass for 
some 60 inmates. His plans include 
hearing their confessions twice a week. 

The chaplain said the refugees, ‘“‘who 
seek peace in their lives,’’ have a critical 
need for Spanish Bibles and Catholic 
literature. 

Father James Whelan, OMI, in res- 
idence at Sacred Heart Church, Brawley, 
said his ministry brings hope to some 30 
refugees in a detention camp near Imper- 
ial. Women and juveniles, most of them 
Catholics from Central America, make 
up this group. 

To his usual services of Mass, confes- 
sions and counseling, he has added a new 
dimension — explaining to the detainees 
the recent Supreme Court ruling on the 
Refugee Act of 1980, which will make 
more refugees eligible for political 
asylum. 

Attaining this status could save some of 
their lives. Father Whelan described a 
16-year-old male anti-communist refugee 
at the camp who fled from El Salvador to 
escape conscription into the ranks of guer- 
rillas there. Returning to his country will 
mean death at their hands, the priest said. 

Six members of Visitors ‘of Christ, a 
Christian organization, have contacted 
1,500 boys in a juvenile detention center 
in El Centro since 1982, said Julia Ulloa, 
one of the visitors. 

Twice a week the women lead Bible 
reading, discuss the boys’ questions and 
convey messages to their parents. They 
also supply the youth with greeting cards 
for their families. 

The boys’ response to this- outreach? 
‘“Why don’t we come more often and stay 
longer?’’ Ulloa said.

_Church’s legalization efforts threatened, says priest

WASHINGTON — The formal role which church and 
community agencies planned to take in the alien 
legalization process is threatened by government 
regulations, a U.S. Catholic Conference official said. 

The commitment of the church, national and 
community agencies to help aliens apply for legalization 

« should not be interpreted as a willingness to: accept an 
““unworkable cooperative agreement and regulations that 
are contrary to the intent of Congress,’’ said Msgr. 
Nicholas DiMarzio, executive director of the USCC’s 
Migration and Refugee Services. 

His comments were in a letter to the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization commissioner March 10. 

Persons residing in the United States illegally since 
before Jan. 1, 1982, may apply for legalization beginning 
May 5 as a result of the federal immigration reform law 
passed by Congress in October. 

Migration and Refugee Services and local church 
agencies have offered to help immigrants apply, and 
expect to assist as many as 1 million of them. 

In the letter, Msgr. DiMarzio and 29 groups requested 
a meeting to resolve ‘‘serious concerns’’ affecting their 
consideration of formal roles as ‘‘qualified designated 
entities,’’ the title given to those entering into agreements 
with the federal government to aid aliens applying for 
legalization. 

The letter said the groups had five major areas of 
concern: 

¢ The way in which legalization regulations affect 
agencies who agree to help process aliens.

The regulations are to go into effect after public ¢ yf 
comment and final review. 

In an interview Jan. 30, Gilbert Paul Carrasco, 
director of immigration services for Migration and 
Refugee Services, called the proposed rules ‘‘not only 
contrary to the spirit of the law, but to the spirit of the 
members of Congress who enacted it.’’ 

He objected to the fact that the proposed regulations: 

© Suggest the likelihood that families will be split up } 
when some members qualify for legalization and others 
do not. 

¢ Grant employers only 24 hours to verify an #1) OF 
employee’s legal status. 

¢ Establish a ‘‘Catch-22”’ situation by stating aliens 
will be ineligible for legalization if they accept public 
assistance, when at the same time immigration authorities 
refuse to grant work permits to detained aliens who | 
qualify for legalization. 
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The American Bishops’ Annual 
Overseas Appeal, held on March 28 in 
parishes throughout the Diocese of San 
Diego asks Catholics across the nation to 
put ‘‘People First.”’

employment counseling. It has made a 
special effort to assist unaccompanied 
minors, to provide them with care and to 
offer them opportunities for their future.

WASHINGTON — So far, the roster 
of Catholics running for president in 1988 
as either Republicans or Democrats 
remains notably short — consisting solely 
of former Arizona Gov. Bruce Babbitt. 

He announced his Democratic 
candidacy March 10 in New Hampshire, 
the traditional early primary state. 

But come 1988, Babbitt is hardly likely 
to be the lone Catholic any longer. 

Sen. Joseph Biden, D-Del., chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, has 
also been pondering the possibility of 
running and, in Washington, anyway, is 
generally considered a fairly likely 
candidate. 

Meanwhile, though New York Gov. 
Mario Cuomo has withdrawn his name 
from consideration, he is still regarded as 
a possibility who might be drafted for the 
Democratic nomination should other 
hopefuls falter. 

Another well-known Catholic 
Democrat, Sen. Edward Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, also has taken his name 
out of contention as a possible 1988 
presidential candidate.

Local community agencies 
united to aid amnesty seekers 


ALCALA PARK — Under the name 
the San Diego Immigration Law 
Coalition, 16 non-profit community 
service groups have banded together to 
assist undocumented persons in the San 
Diego area in seeking amnesty under the 
new immigration law. 

The law, the Immigration Reform and 
Control Act of 1986, provides a one-time 
opportunity for undocumented persons to 
apply for legal residence in the United 
States. 

Formation of the coalition was 
announced at a March 17 press 
conference at the University of San Diego 
School of Law. 

Coalition members include Catholic 
Community Services and USD’s School 
of Law. 

For a 12-month period, beginning May 
5, the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service will accept applications for legal 
residency status. 

To help amnesty seekers, which could 
number in the tens of thousands locally, 
the coalition is: 

e Coordinating the provision of low 


cost legalization services in San Diego 
and Imperial counties. 

e Drafting proposed regulations 
interpreting and implementing the law. 

¢ Implementing a wide-scale public 
education campaign directed at potential 
applicants and the general public. 

e Recruiting volunteer lawyers and 
other volunteers to provide assistance to 
applicants. 

e Publishing a directory of non-profit 
legalization services. 

The coalition’s efforts are being 
coordinated by Carol Hallstrom, 
program director of the San Diego Law 
Center. Based at USD, the law center is a 
joint venture of the university and the San 
Diego County Bar Association. 

‘“The coalition includes representatives 
of non-profit organizations who share a 
commitment to the fair and efficient 
implementation of the new immigration 
law,”’ Hallstrom said. ‘‘It is our intention 
to ensure that the law is implemented in a 
manner consistent with the intent of 
Congress, which is to provide a generous 
legalization program.”’

Babbitt, in his announcement speech, 
proposed: 

e Having states take over education 
while the federal government takes over 
total responsibility for Medicaid, the 
health program for the poor. 

e Extending Medicaid coverage to all 
poor children. 

e Taxing the full amount of Social 
Security benefits of the upper-income 
retired. 

e Halting development of space-based 
“Star Wars’’-type weapons. 

e Establishing vouchers for day care. 

e Ending support for the contras. 

e Negotiating a comprehensive 
nuclear test ban treaty. 

‘‘He’s a strange guy, but he leads with 
some of the same things we’ve been 
saying all along,’’ said one Catholic social 
justice activist. Babbitt wants to target 
farm assistance ‘‘and eliminate subsidies 
for big farms — we’ve been saying that 
for years,’’ said the source, who did not 
want to be identified for fear such 
comments would be perceived as an 
organizational endorsement of Babbitt. 

An Arizona Catholic leader described 
Babbitt as a man who did a good job with 
the state legislature and in dealing with 
politicians from both parties. 

“Basically, I think he’s been a good 
governor,’’ said Father Edward J. Ryle, 
executive director of the Arizona Catholic 
Conference. Babbitt ‘‘was very helpful”’ 
in getting the basic welfare allotment 
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increased and in obtaining state health 
care coverage for poor children under age 
6, the priest said. 

He was also helpful in opposing bills 
designed ‘‘to weaken the position of 
unions and working people,’’ Father Ryle 
said. 

Babbitt, who also has been Arizona 
attorney general, drew church criticism 
for vetoing legislation for parental consent 
for abortions on minor girls, a 
gubernatorial decision apparently made 
on the grounds that the proposal was 
unconstitutional, Father Ryle added. 
But, he noted, Babbitt later signed 
legislation demanding parental 
notification of abortions on teen-agers. 


Babbitt has criticized the Reagan 
administration but likewise indicated 
disagreement with some Democratic 


positions on trade and other issues. 

Biden, in his 14 years in the Senate, has 
won generally favorable ratings from 
Congress-watchers, including Network, 
the Catholic social justice lobby, and the 
Ad Hoc Committee in Defense of Life, a 
right-to-life group, though other abortion 
opponents have given him less favorable 
ratings. 

‘“‘He’s generally pretty good’’ on the 
“Catholic? issues, one source said. 
‘‘He’s not usually on the target list of 
people we have to work hard on” 
regarding social justice.

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Counseling efforts aid students in wake of suicides 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. — A massive 
effort by a team of counselors enabled 
students and faculty at Kansas City’s 
Archbishop O’ Hara High School to cope 
with tragedy in the wake of suicides by 
two students in less than a week. 

As a result of the effort, students, 
teachers and parents were able to vent 
their feelings and ‘‘what could have been 
a. disaster and left us in bad shape was 
avoided and the mood is pretty much 
back to normal,’’ according to Stuart 
Bintner, O’ Hara principal. 

Those at O’Hara were struggling to 
deal with the deaths of Melissa Crites, a 
17-year-old senior who was active in 
drama and debate, and a member of St. 
Augustine Parish in Kansas City, and 
Christopher Medina, an 18-year-old 
senior who was a cross country athlete 
and a member of St. Elizabeth’s Parish in 
Kansas City. 

Miss Crites committed suicide Feb. 18 
and Medina took his life nearly a week 
later on Feb. 24. 

National attention was focused on ‘the 
suicide issue in mid-March when four 
teen-agers from Bergenfield, N.J. killed 
themselves together with auto exhaust. 

Contacted by Kansas City-St. Joseph 
diocesan personnel, a team of about 15 
mental health professionals from 
Community Mental Health Center-South 
arrived at the school Feb. 25 to work with 
grieving faculty members and students 
for two-and-a-half days. 

Shirley Fearon, president of Research 
Mental Health Services who led the 
counseling team, said that counselors met 
with seniors and juniors both individually 
and in small groups to help students 
express their feelings of anger, frustration 
and grief. 

““The concern was that (the Medina 
suicide) was so soon after the first suicide 
that the kids really hadn’t finished their 
‘work’ on taking care of the grief and the 
loss related to the first suicide. We knew 
they’d have overwhelming feelings,’’ she 
said. 


Cardinal warns priest 
not to back candidates 


MANILA, Philippines. — Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila has told Manila 
archdiocesan priests not to back 
candidates campaigning for congressional 
elections in May. In a _ document, 
““Catechism on the Involvement of Priests 
in Political Activity,’ the cardinal also 
said priests should only speak on political 
issues under certain conditions. 
According to observers in Manila, the 
document appears to be drawn largely 
from a letter of Pope John Paul II to 
Philippine bishops several months after 
the 1986 revolt against former President 
Ferdinand Marcos. Philippine church 
leaders — especially Cardinal Sin — were 
instrumental in the revolt. Cardinal Sin’s 
document was released March 13 in 
Manila. On May 11, Filipinos are to elect 
a two-house legislature similar to that of 
the United States.

AIDS education critical 
cardinal’s doctor says 


NEW YORK — Dr. Kevin M. Cahill, 
a prominent Catholic physician with wide 
experience caring for AIDS patients, said 
in an interview that the church should 
educate children as well as adults about 
“‘the dangers of a fatal and untreatable 
disease and the modes of its 
transmission.’’ Cahill, personal physician 
to New York’s Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor and his predecessor, the late 
Cardinal Terence Cooke, agreed with 
U.S. Surgeon General C. Everett Koop 
that information about condoms should 
be included in programs of AIDS 
education. “‘It is irresponsible not to 
discuss the use of condoms,’’ Cahill said: 
He said such a stand would not mean 
“‘promoting’’ condoms or promiscuity, 
and said the church can encourage 
abstinence outside marriage and fidelity 
within marriage while still _ providing 
whatever helpful information. may be 
available for those whose behavior falls 
short of church standards. 


Federal death penalty 
axed by commission 


WASHINGTON — A federal 
commission March 10 voted 4-3 against 
establishing policies for reinstituting the 
death penalty at the federal level. 
Auxiliary Bishop Joseph Sullivan of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., chairman of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference Committee on 
Social Development .and World Peace, 
had urged the commission in February 
not to begin a process for reinstituting 
capital punishment for federal crimes. 
The action by the U.S. Sentencing 
Commission overturned a motion to start 
drafting criteria for use of the death 
penalty against convicts who commit 
murder while incarcerated. The 
commission, set up by Congress to reform 
federal procedures and thus allow more 
uniform sentencing of criminals, had 
been warned by some members of 


Congress to leave the death penalty issue 
alone. 


Justice Scalia supports 
church’s rituals 


WASHINGTON — Justice Antonin 
Scalia, one of two Catholics on the 
Supreme Court, told a Washington 
audience March 8 he supports traditional 
church rituals that set Catholics apart. 
The ‘small, obtrusive, annoying displays 
of our religion,’’ such as ashes on the 
forehead, Friday abstinence and rules for 
fasting for Communion, make Catholics 
feel ‘‘a little weird’ and ‘‘strong enough 
to obey the out-of-step teachings’’ of the 
church on. such issues as abortion, 
contraception and divorce, he said. He 


‘made the comments to 250 people at a 


breakfast at Casa Italiana, affiliated with 
Holy Rosary Church, a Washington 
parish for. Italian Catholics. Displays of 
special Catholic rituals are ‘‘a constant 
reminder that we are, after all, 
different,’’ he said. 


TV will broadcast 
opening of Marian year 
VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul

announced New Year’s Day by praying 
the rosary over a television broadcast 
linked by satellite to 12 Marian 
sanctuaries worldwide. The broadcast is 
scheduled for June 6, the eve of the 
special year of devotions to Mary, the 
Vatican announced. Alternating in six 
languages, including English, the pope 
will say the rosary from the Basilica of St. 
Mary Major in Rome, believed to be the 
oldest church dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary, the Vatican said. The responses 
will come via satellite from Catholics 
gathered at the various Marian shrines.

WASHINGTON — Church officials 
are considering a visit by Pope John Paul 
II to a hospice for AIDS patients during 
his trip to San Francisco but have not 
made a decision on .the matter, said 
Father Robert N. Lynch, chief 
coordinator for the trip. Father Lynch, 
associate general secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, replied 
to questions raised by reports in San 
Francisco newspapers that the pope would 
visit — and later that he would not visit 
— a hospice for patients with AIDS, 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome. 
Father Lynch said in early March that ‘‘it 
is not accurate to say the idea has been 
rejected,’’ but such a stop is ‘‘not in the 
schedule at this moment.”’

NEW YORK — In an effort to get into 
American homes, the movie industry has 
increased its production of morally 
tasteful films. 

Hollywood knows that it now takes 
only a few months for’a movie to go from 
the theater screen to the videocassette 
recorder. 

The economic effect of that fact is 
shown in figures reported recently in 
Channels magazine. These numbers 
indicate that last year, for the first time, 
major motion picture distributors made 
more money from videocassette sales and 
rentals than from theater box office 
receipts. 

Among the box office hits, morally 
sound films were well-represented. Not 
one of the year’s five top money-makers 
had been rated as morally offensive by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. — 

One-third of the 36 films that grossed 
$10 million or more were listed ‘‘A-1,”’ 
suitable for family viewing. 


Another third were rated ‘‘A-3,”’ 
suitable for adults. 
The remainder were listed ‘‘O,”’ 


morally offensive, but the 10 biggest 
money-losers also were rated “‘O.”” 

Of the films released in 1986, 20 
received an ‘‘A-i”’ rating from the 
USCC. This was an encouraging increase 
in the quantity and quality of films for 
young audiences. In addition, it was 
evidence that the home video market is 
influencing what gets produced by 
Hollywood. 

Among the A-1 films, ‘‘The Boy Who 
Could Fly,” ‘‘The Karate Kid, Part II,”

“‘Tucas,’”’ ‘‘Flight of the Navigator’ and 
“Sky Bandits’ all offered positive role 
models and uplifting stories as well as 
high production values. 

Since youngsters buy and rent more 
videocassettes than any other age group, 
one suspects that distributors were 
catering to their interests. 

The year had no blockbuster films 
grossing more than $200. million. A 
simple Australian film, ‘Crocodile 
Dundee,”’ led the list with $127 million. 
The import was distributed by 
Paramount, which also had the second- 
and third-biggest hits, ““Top Gun’’ and

The Motion Picture Association of 
America continued to rate films with 
mature themes and false values as suitable 
for youngsters, thus obscuring thé 
relevance of their ‘‘PG-13’’ rating. Of the 
movies reviewed by the USCC in 1986, 
the MPAA rated 44 films ‘‘PG,’’ 47 
“PG-13. sand 8/2 RR 


More than half of the 525 films released 
in 1986 were not mainline productions 
from major studios. In other words, they 
were not distributed nationally. But 
because of the highly selective nature of 
the home video market, the financial risks 
are smaller for these ‘‘marginal’’ films. 
“‘The Miéission,’’ ‘‘Therese,’’ ‘“The 
Sacrifice,” and “‘Mother Teresa,’’ all 
films of special interest to Catholics, are 
indicative of distributor optimism. 

The videocassette sales and rental 
potential makes moral quality more 
important to distributors that it might 
otherwise be. 

It is almost a ‘‘no lose situation’”’ if 
film-makers respond to the new climate 
with some great movies, and the audience 
responds at the box office and video store. 

With two votes, one at home-and one in 
the theater, it has never been easier to 
support good movies and insure that 
others like them will be made.
